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REPORT   ON   TOWN   FARM. 

The  undersigned,  selectmen  of  Gilmanton,  having  had 
no  control  of  the  town  farm  or  paupers  thereon  until  since 
the  division  of  said  paupers,  which  was  on  the  28th  of 
October,  therefore  they  make  no  farther  report  than  the 
following :

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  TOWN 
OF  GILMANTON, 


Your  committee  can  only  report  on  the  schools  of  the  autumn  and  winter, 
as  we  were  not  appointed  till  most  of  the  summer  schools  had  closed.  They 
were  visited  at  their  commencement  by  the  committee  in  the  old  town,  and 
only  a  few  of  them  were  visited  by  us  at  the  close. 

DISTRICT   NO.    1. 

School,  six  weeks.  Taught  by  Frank  S.  French.  This  teacher  had  the 
control  of  his  scholars,  and  ruled  with  dignity.  There  was,  however,  a  want 
of  interest  in  the  studies,  and  too  little  desire  to  learn.  Some  classes  made 
fair  improvement.  The  school-room,  though  pleasant,  needs  better  arrange- 
ments for  ventilation* 

DISTRICT   No.   4. 

Term,  eleven  weeks.  Whole  number,  19.  Average  attendance,  15.  Taught 
by  Miss  Arianna  Canney.  Miss  C.  seemed  to  gain  the  affections  of  her 
pupils,  and  to  govern  by  kindness.  There  were  more  classes  than  were  ad- 
vantagous.  Greater  punctuality  in  the  morning  and  regularity  of  attend- 
ance is  also  very  desirable.  The  house  has  arrangements  for  ventilation 
through  the  broken  plastering  and  the  floor. 

DISTRICT  No.  5. 

Eleven  and  one-half  weeks.  Taught  by  Harlan  I\  Gilinan.  This  school 
made  good  improvement  in  their  studies.  The  habit  of  speaking  too  low 
caused  many  of  the  scholars  to  appear  at  disadvantage,  and  needs  to  be  cor- 
rected. More  promptness  and  confidence  would  probably  be  a  benefit  to  Mr. 
G.,  but  he  is  an  excellent  instructor.  If  the  members  of  this  district  go  into 
the  school-house,  they  know  its  condition. 

DISTRICT  No.  8. 

Seven  weeks.  Taught  by  William  II.  Shcpard.  This  school  made  decided 
improvement  during  the  short  term,  and  proved,  that  for  scholars  to  learn,  it 
is  not  indispensable  to  have  a  new  school-house ;  yet  a  better  house  is  very 
much  needed,  and  doubtless  will  soon  be  built,  and  then  we  may  hope  for 
still  more  improvement  in  studies.  Build  a  good  house  when  you  build  at 
all.  This  teacher  needs  to  acquire  ease  and  ready  command  of  his  knowl- 
edge.    The  regular  attendance  in  this  district  is  very  commendable. 

DISTRICT  No.  9. 

Taught  by  Mr.  Harlan  Page.  The  faithfulness,  excellent  qualifications, 
and  tact  for  teaching  manifested  by  this  teacher,  had  a  great  effect  on  the 
school.  There  was  more  promptness  and  regularity  of  attendance,  and  much 
less  noise  and  whispering  than  usual,  though  the  habit  of  having  communica- 
tions has  been  strongly  fixed  for  years,  liut  Mr.  F.  had  good  control.  The 
class  in  Colburn's  Arithmetic  appeared  remarkably  well,  and  there  was  no 
preparation  of  examples  beforehand. 
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DISTRICT  No.  20. 

Ten  weeks.  Taught  by  Miss  Martha  O.  Plumer.  Here  is  a  neat  school- 
house,  an  interesting  teacher,  and  interested  scholars.  The  parents  also 
showed  commendable  interest  by  being  present  at  the  close.  There  was  gen- 
eral good  order,  quietness  and  improvement. 

DISTRICT  No.  24. 

Eight  weeks.  Taught  by  Miss  Frances  H.  Moody.  Miss  M.  had  the 
affection  of  her  scholars,  yet  she  should  be  the  regulator,  and  have  steady 
control  of  the  whole  school ;  but  she  was  overburdened  by  too  many  classes. 
There  is  an  inclination  to  whispering  and  idleness  on  the  part  of  some,  but 
the  regular  attendance,  promptness  and  steadiness,  showed  a  desire  to  learn. 

DISTRICT  No.  26. 

Ten  weeks.  Taught  by  Miss  Susan  A.  Smith.  A  good  school-house  ;  a 
teacher  devoted  to  her  work  and  attentive  to  each  scholar  in  particular,  made 
this  a  very  profitable  school.  Perhaps  disproportionate  attention  was  given 
to  the  study  of  arithmetic,  and  too  few  attended  to  the  other  fundamental 
branches,  grammar  and  geography.  A  great  sadness  attended  the  close  of 
the  summer  school,  in  the  death  of  one  of  the  pupils. 

DISTRICT  No.   27. 

Taught  by  Mr.  George  W.  Adams.  Six  weeks.  The  business  of  teaching 
any  school,  however  small,  is  very  noble  and  honorable,  and  Mr.  A.  filled  an 
important  office.  Biit  patience  is  needed  with  the  little  ones,  and  a  teacher 
must  be  equable.  There  was  some  noise,  but  great  improvement  was  made 
in  study.  The  teacher  did  not  keep  his  register  perfectly.  Your  committee 
would  suggest  to  parents  that  the  great  object  of  the  school  is  to  help  pre- 
pare children  and  youth  for  good  character,  success  and  usefulness  in  life. 
Therefore  the  character  of  the  influences  thrown  around  the  schools  should 
receive  most  careful  attention  from  all,  and  a  decidedly  moral  influence  should 
be  required  of  every  teacher.  Greater  interest  should  also  be  shown  by  the 
parents  and  members  of  the  districts.  K  all  would  give  due  attention  to 
their  schools,  the  labor  of  the  superintending  school  committee  might  be  dis- 
pensed with,  except  that  all  would  gladly  employ  them,  for  they  would  see 
the  necessity  and  importance  of  those  labors.  Some  of  the  teachers  need  to 
review  their  studies.  The  numbering  of  the  districts  is  thrown  into  confusion 
by  the  division  of  the  town,  and  a  new  numbering  is  needed. 

DISTRICT   No.   2. 

Miss  Laura  J.  Lougee,  teacher.  "Whole  number,  36.  Average  attendance, 
28.  Length  of  term,  18  weeks.  This  school  commenced  in  the  fall,  and  con- 
tinued sixteen  weeks.  A  portion  of  the  scholars  attended  through  the  entire 
term.  Some,  who  were  present  when  the  school  was  first  visited,  came  from 
adjoining  districts,  and  left  when  their  own  school  commenced.  Others  did 
not  attend  till  near  the  middle  of  the  term  ;  therefore  the  improvement  of  the 
scholars,  as  a  whole,  cannot  be  definitely  reported. 

The  school  appeared  very  pleasant  and  orderly  at  both  visits,  and  very 
commendable  improvement  was  manifest,  especially  in  some  of  the  classes  in 
reading.  Miss  Lougee  has  had  considerable  experience  as  a  teacher,  and  has, 
in  this  school,  fully  sustained  her  previous  reputation. 
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DISTRICT  No.   3. 

David  S.  Dockham,  teacher.  Length  of  term,  10  weeks.  "Whole  number, 
25.  Average  attendance,  24.  This  is  the  second  winter  Mr.  Dockham  has 
taught  in  this  district,  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  all  concerned.  Here  are 
some  large  scholars,  who  are  well  advanced  in  some  of  the  branches  pursued, 
especially  in  mental  and  written  arithmetic.  More  attention  to  reading  in 
the  larger  classes  would  have  been  profitably  bestowed. 

DISTRICT  No.  G. 

James  W.  Cogswell,  teacher.  Term,  8  weeks.  Whole  number,  28.  Ave- 
rage attendance,  25.  That  "  a  prophet  is  not  without  honor,  save  in  his  own 
country,"  is  a  proverb  of  remote  antiquity.  The  experience  of  Mr.  Cogs- 
well proves  that  a  teacher  may  have  honor  in  his  own  district.  By  his  gentle 
but  firm  and  manly  bearing,  he  has  secured  excellent  order,  and  at  the  same 
time  the  affectionate  regard  of  his  pupils,  as  is  shown  by  their  punctual  at- 
tendance, and  their  promptness  in  obeying  his  requirements.  Twelve  schol- 
ars did  not  Avhisper  during  the  term,  and  several  others  only  once,  each 
through  forgetfulness.     It  is  needless  to  add,  good  improvement  was  made. 

DISTRICT  No.  7. 

Miss  Mary  A.  Young,  teacher.  Length  of  term,  12  weeks.  Whole  num- 
ber, G.  Average  attendance,  5  1-2.  A  very  small  but  pleasant  school.  Miss 
Young  acted  upon  the  principle,  that  what  is  worth  doing,  is  worth  doing 
well.  She  labored  assiduously  and  successfully  for  the  improvement  of  her 
five  scholars,  and  the  result  was  a  decided  success. 

DISTRICT   No.   10. 

Mr.  Daniel  H.  Rowe,  Gilford,  teacher.  Length  of  term,  6  2-3  weeks. 
Whole  number,  9.  Average  attendance,  8.  A  correct  system  of  education 
embraces  physical,  intellectual  and  moral  culture,  and  no  one  of  these  is  of 
much  practical  value  unless  accompanied  by  the  other.  With  this  view  of 
the  subject,  Mr.  R.  labored  for  the  correction  of  every  moral  delinquency 
and  every  pernicious  habit,  including  that  American  nuisance,  tobacco,  which 
he  banished  from  his  school-room.  He  aimed  at  thoroughness  rather  than 
rapid  progress,  (which  is  the  true  principle.)  Good  improvement  was  made 
considering  the  brevity  of  the  term. 

DISTRICT  No.  11. 

Miss  Carrie  W.  Clay,  teacher.  Length  of  term,  15  weeks.  Whole  number, 
25.  Average  attendance,  20.  Here  is  a  new  and  convenient  house,  well 
painted  and  handsomely  papered  ;  properly  ventilated,  and  provided  with  a 
good  blackboard.  Also  a  code  of  by-laws  has  been  adopted,  printed,  framed 
and  posted  up  in  the  house,  providing  for  its  preservation  and  repair  in  case 
of  injury.  Miss  Clay  is  an  experienced  teacher,  and  in  this  school  has  fully 
sustained  her  former  reputation.  Every  department  received  its  proper  share  of 
attention,  and  the  thoroughness  of  the  teacher  in  asking,  and  the  promptness 
of  the  scholars  in  answering  questions,  showed  that  the  instruction  given  had 
been  thorough  and  pactical,  and  that  the  scholars  had  made  good  use  of  their 
time.  Whispering  was  almost  entirely  banished.  About  two-thirds  of  the 
scholars  did  not  whisper  during  the  term.  Moreover,  the  inhabitants  mani- 
fested a  commendable  interest  by  frequent  visits  during  the  term,  and  by 
being  present  at  the  examination. 
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DISTRICT  No.  12. 

Taught  by  A.  Ilayden  Hatch.  Length  of  term,  9  weeks.  Whole  number 
of  scholars,  25.  Average  attendance,  18  43-50.  Mr.  Hatch  possesses  superi- 
or qualifications,  a  happy  talent  for  imparting  instruction,  a  dee2)  sense  of  the 
importance  of  the  trust  committed  to  the  teacher,  and  was  untiring  in  his 
efforts  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  those  under  his  care.  When  such 
efforts  meet  a  due  response  on  the  part  of  the  scholar,  the  best  results  cannot 
fail  to  follow.  Good  improvement  was  made,  especially  in  reading  and  spell- 
ing, and  there  were  individual  instances  of  praiseworthy  industry. 

DISTRICT  No.  16. 

Term,  12  weeks.  Hannah  W.  Eastman,  teacher.  Whole  number  of  schol- 
ars, 28.  Average  attendance,  21.  The  inhabitants  of  this  district  like  those 
iu  No.  11,  have  displayed  a  praiseworthy  liberality  in  building  a  good,  sub- 
stantial, convenient  house,  in  a  pleasant  location.  The  entry  is  furnished 
with  hooks  for  the  boys'  hats,  and  adjoining  it  is  a  closet  for  the  girls'  cloth- 
ing. It  is  provided  with  a  ventilator.  The  walls  and  desks  are  grained  and 
varnished,  and  in  the  rear  is  the  recitation  seat,  and  a  black-board ;  there  is 
also  a  black-board  in  front.  There  are  several  excellent  scholars  in  this 
school,  and  others  might  become  so  if  they  would  give  proper  attention  to 
their  studies.     The  classes  in  grammar  and  arithmetic  were  very  smart. 

DISTRICT  No.  2S. 

Term,  10  weeks.  Ira  L.  Berry,  teacher.  Whole  number,  52.  Average 
attendance,  38.  Here  is  a  large  amount  of  money,  and  too  many  scholars 
for  one  teacher,  even  under  favorable  circumstances  ;  but  with  a  poor  house, 
a  heterogeneous  mass  of  school  books,  and  very  little  apparent  interest  on 
the  part  of  the  parents,  scholars  habitually  tardy  at  the  commencement,  and 
asking  dismission  before  the  close  of  the  exercises,  no  teacher  can  do  justice 
to  himself  or  the  school.  How  much  Mr.  Berry  accomplished  under  such 
circumstances,  your  committee  is  unable  to  report,  as  he  was  not  notified  of 
the  close. 

As  a  whole,  we  are  making  some  progress  in  our  common  schools  ;  a  ma- 
jority of  the  houses  are  convenient  and  in  good  repair.  Those  that  ate  not 
so,  will  soon  be  remodelled  or  rebuilt.  And  parents  cannot  long  be  blind  to 
the  fact  that  their  own  superintendence  is  one  of  the  strongest  incitements  to 
effort  and  improvement. 

The  present  unfortunate  condition  of  the  school  books  must  give  place  to 
a  uniform  system.  Frequent  changes  in  school-books  is  a  great  evil ;  occa- 
sional changes  are  beneficial,  but  they  should  never  be  made  without  due 
deliberation,  and  the  most  careful  investigation  of  the  merits  of  the  different 
publications.  We  would  not  cast  any  reflections  upon  our  predecessors,  but 
it  seems  a  little  remarkable  that  we  find  nearly  all  the  recently  published 
reading  books  now  in  our  schools.  Such  a  variety  must  be  a  serious  imped- 
iment to  improvement.  Such  frequent  changes  have  iritated  the  parents  and 
prejudiced  them  against  all  changes,  however  needful.  Let  us  make  one 
united  effort  to  eradicate  the  evil.
